I 
Section  90 -Lull  isad  That  no  privy  vault 
or  cesspool  »hiil I  hereafter  be  constructed^ 
tnamtaiued  on  any  lot  or  preaiises  without  a 
permit  from  the  Board  of  Health,  nod  that 
aside  dimensions  uf  such  privy  vault 
shall  not  bo  less  than  four  fret  wide  by  six 
feet  deep  or  cesspool  less  than  eight  feet 
wkle  and  tep  feet  deep. 

Sectien  »4.  -\^All  drains  within  and  to  a 
distance  of  six  feet  beyond  the  walls  of 
buildings  >Wl  be  pf  cast  iron,  not  painted 
or  tarred,  with  caulked,  leaden  joints,  and 
shall  be  located  as  to  be  readily  accessible 
for  inspected.

POLITENESS  NOT  WANTED. 

In  the  Case  of  the  Kievstar  Man  It 
Should  lie  l>l.<-ou raced. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  tiie  various 
petty  employees  of  large  corporations 
are  usually  not  overburdened  with  po¬ 
liteness  or  consideration  for  the  public, 
the  complaint  recently  made  ugainst  a 
passenger  elevator  men  seems  remark¬ 
able.  It  waiqallcgt-d  that  the  man  was 
“too  polite  for  safety.  ”  The  man  who 
was  the  subject  of  the  oomplaiut  did 
what  hundreds  of  elevator  men  dn. 
When  the  elevator  gets  to  the  ground 
floor,  the  conductor  hsually  steps  out  of 
tho  car  to  got  a  whiff  of  fresh  air.  to 
•ay  a  word  to  the  Hallman  or  possibly 
mako  inquiry  about  the  ball  game. 

The  hallman  or  starter  shouts  “Go¬ 
ing  up!"  to  the  people  (aiming  into  the 
ball,  aud  tho  elevator  men  stands  in 
front  of  the  cage  and  politely  asks  his 
passengers  to  “atop  In,"  while  he  re¬ 
mains  ou  tho  outside  until  the  starter 
shouts  “’L  right  I"  Then  he  cuts  his 
sentence  short,  steps  into  the  cage, 
starts  the  elevator  and  slams  the  dixtr 
after  the  aaoeut  has  begun. 

Most  persons  "step  in"  when  asked 
to  do  so,  but  occasionally  a  man  with 
an  eye  to  self  preservation  refuses  to  do 
so,  and  one  of  that  class  made  the  com¬ 
plaint.  The  man  who  insists  on  the  ele¬ 
vator  man  being  in  the  car  before  he 
will  go  in  is  usually  looked  upon  by  the 
man  of  many  ups  and  downs  as  foolish 
ly  careful,  but  owners  of  buildings  who 
are  held  responsible  for  the  safety  of 
their  tenants  while  riding  in  the  eleva¬ 
tors  are  pleased  to  see  them  firm  on 
that  point  It  may  look  well  for  a  uni¬ 
formed  man  to  step  aside  and  ask  the 
passengers  to  precede  him  Into  the  ele¬ 
vator  cage,  but  many  persons  will  agree 
with  the  man  who  made  the  complaint 
that  it  is  a  case  of  politeness  which 
should  be  discouraged  in  the  interest  of
